FIFTY BLOCKS ARE BURNED. 


T h irty People Are Dead 
and 
Tw o 
Hundred Injured— The Story of 
the Conflagration.

Baltimore, Md., Feb. 8.—The lire 
that brok e out 
yesterday morning, 
and has raged with intense fury since, 
was partly under control 
at 
1:30 
oVIock this afternoon. 
The boundary limits of the fire are 
, estimated at 140 acres. 
Nearly fifty 
block s are burned and 800 buildings 
destroyed. 
It is believed that not less 
than 
Thirty people are dead as the result 
oi' the fire, while the injured are esti­ 
mated at 200. 
The residence district of the city 
escaped. 
The loss is estimated 
at 
$250,000,000. 
Regulars 
and 
state troops 
are 
guarding the ruins. 
Business is completely paralyzed. 
(iov. Warfield will ask the legisla­ 
ture to invest him with power to sus­ 
pend business for ten days. 
New York , Philadelphia, Washing­ 
ton and other cities sent relief. 


A Frightful Conflagration. 
i^ltimore, Feb. 8.—At 3 o'clock this 
morning the fire was raging fiercely 
So far as k nown at that hour no casu 
allies had been reported to the po­ 
lice, 
Telegraph, telephone and elec 
Uic wires of all k inds are prostrated 
Express wagons have been k ept busy 
all night removing furniture and fix 
tures from the counting rooms 
and 
warehouses 
in the threatened 
dis 
trict. 
The fire has now* covered an 
area of three-quarters of a mile 
in 
length by nearly a quarter of a mile 
ip width, tak ing in many of the niost 
important buildings in the city. 
No 
one will venture on an estimate of 
the monetary loss.

Washington, 
Feb. 8.—The 
entire 
staff of the Baltimore Sun was trans 
ferred to Washington at 11 o’clock 
last night, and that paper will be is 
sued by the use of the plant of the 
Evening Star. 
Estimates of the area burned, made 
by the Sun staff, place it at between 
twenty-three and twenty-five block s, 
all of which is the business section of 
the city. 
The city hospital, corner of Calvert 
and Pleasant streets, is refhoving to 
other hospitals as rapidly as possible, 
the twenty-four patients in that insti 
tution. 
Seventeen injured were brought to 
this hospital, most of them firemen. 
They 
were 
suffering 
from 
burns, 
scalds and lacerations. Nearly every 
physician in the city is in the fire dis 
trict 
So far as k nown at this hour, 
no 
one has been k illed.

Two truck wagons caught fire and 
were consumed, and an engine was 
buried by a falling wall, the firemen 
fleeing for their lives.

The Earlier Dispatches. 
Swept by a high wind that 
wa.s 
near to a gale, fire which raged Sun­ 
day and 
Sunday night 
devastated 
Baltimore. 
Starting with a series of 
explosions at 11 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing, when thousands 
o f persons were 
attending church, the flames spread 
rapidly and within three hours had 
destroyed the entire wholesale dis­ 
trict. The fire was beyond control at 
midnight. 
The loss will be approxi­ 
mately 1250,000.000. 
A dispatch to the Olobe-Democrat 
says: 
“More than a score of lives, 
it is believed, have been sacrificed 
and twice that number are k nown to 
have been injured. 
Among these ia 
Fire Chief Horton, who was k nock ed 
senseless by a live wire. 
His condi­ 
tion is not dangerous, but the loss of 
his services came at a critical 
mo­ 
ment. 
Mayor McLain, with several 
assistant fire marshals, took pi*rsonaI 
charge of the force. 
“It is the worst conflagration in the 
history of the city, and will paralyze 
business interests for months 
and 
probably bring financial ruin to many. 
Several buildings in the blazing dis­ 
tricts were blown down with dyna­ 
mite in an effort to check the wild 
sweep of the fire, and the terrific ex­ 
plosions caused terror throughout the 
city. 
“At midnight a hurried survey of 
the ruins showed that many of the 
largest 
and 
handsomest buildings, 
most of the great wholesale houses, 
several bank s, various hotels, thea­ 
tres and new'spaper offices had been 
destroyed. 
‘‘At 10 o’clock the 
news service 
from the ash-covered city was serious­ 
ly crippled, the flames having work ed 
their way east along Baltimore and 
Fayette streets, causing the abandon­ 
ment of the Herald, News and Sun 
offices and of the Associated Press 
headquarters and the main telegraph 
offices. 
Arrangements at this junc 
ture were made to transmit reports 
of the disaster from suburban sta- 
Ions by way of Washington and Phil­ 
adelphia. 
“The fire began in the long-estab- 
ished wholesale house of John E. 
Hiurst & Co., in Hopk ins place, near 
Hanover street. 
This is the center 
of the oldest wholeaale trade in the 
Qnited States. 
For - two 
centuries 
hese firms have been in process of 
formation and growth, and when the 
flames began their deadly work many 
of the best-k nown business establish­ 
ments of the country were standing 
here. 
East and north a half mile 
j away is the postoffice, the city hall, 
! the board of trade and the govern­ 
ment building. 
A few block s to the 
south stood the immense passenger 
station of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad. A fair idea of the field the 
fire swept through can thus be gained.

Count Lamsdorff, Ine Russian for­ 
eign minister, has officially informed 
the Russian representatives 
abroad 
that Japan has decided to break off 
negotiations with Russia, and to with­ 
draw the minister and whole Japanese 
legation staff from St. Petersburg. 
The Russian foreign minister there­ 
upon ordered the Russian minister, 
Baron de Rosen, autl his staff to leave 
Tok io. 
The official Messenger at St. Pe­ 
tersburg publishes the following cir­ 
cular telegram, 
dated 
February 6, 
which has been sent out by the Rus­ 
sian foreign mibister to the represen­ 
tatives of the 
Russian government 
abroad: 
“Acting under instructions from his 
government, the Japanese minister at 
the imperial court has presented 
a 
note, which informs the imperial gov­ 
ernment of the decision of Japan to 
break off further negotiations and re­ 
call her minister and the entire staff 
at the Japanese legatlbn. 
“In consequence of this, his imperi­ 
al majesty has been pleased to order 
that the Russian minister at Tok io, 
with the whole staff of the imperial 
mission, shall leave the capital 
of 
Japan without delay, 
“Such an attitude on the part of the 
Tok io government, which has not even 
awaited the arrival of the answer of 
the imperial government which was 
sent off during 
the last few days, 
throws the whole responsibility for j 
the consequence 
which may 
arise 
from a rupture of diplomatic negotia­ 
tions between the two empires on the 
Japanese.”

HAD KILLED TWO PERSONS. 


The Concluding Chapter of a Tragedy 


That Cost No Less Than 


Eight Lives.

Luther Holbert and his wife, ne­ 
groes, were burned at the state 
at 
Doddsville, Miss., yesterday by a mob 
of more than 1,000 persons for the 
k illing of James Eastland, a white 
planter, and John Carr, a negro, Wed­ 
nesday, at the Eastland plantation, 
two miles from that ciiy. 
The burning of Holbert and 
hvs 
wife closes a tragedy which has cost 
eight lives, has engaged 200 men and 
two pack s of blood-hounds in a four- 
days’ chase across four counties, and 
has stirred that section of Mississip­ 
pi almost to frenzy. 
Following are the dead: 
Luther Holbert and wife, negroes: 
burned at the stak e by mob. 
James 
Eastland, white; 
planter; 
k illed by Holbert. 


John Winters, negro; 
k illed 
by 
Eastland. 
John Carr, negro; k illed by Hol- 
hert. 
Three unk nown negroes, k illed by 
posses. 
The k illing of Eastland, Carr and 
Winters 
occurred 
Wednesday 
at 
Eastland's plantation. 
Holbert 
and 
Winters were in Carr’s sabin 
when 
Eastland entered and ordered Holbert 
to leave the plantation. 
A difficulty 
, ensue<i in which it is alleged that Hol­ 
bert opened fire on Eastland, mortally 
wounding him and k illing Carr. East­ 
land returned the fire and k illed Win­ 
ters. 
Posses vrere formed at Greenville, 
Cleveland and other points, and the 
pursuit of Holbert and his wife was 
begun with horses and bloodhounds. 
The chase, which waç begun Wed­ 
nesday morning, w^as continued, until 
Saturday night, when Holbert and his 
wife, who had donned men’s clothing, 
worn out 
from traveling over 
100 
miles on foot through canebrak es and 
swamp, were found asleep in a heavj^ 
belt of timber three miles 
east of 
Shepherdstown and captured 
by 
a 
posse without a shot being fired. 
The two negroes 
were tak en 
to 
Doddsville, and were burned at 
the 
stak e by a mob almost in the shadow 
of the negro church. 
The 16-year;Old son of Holbert, who 
was captured Friday night and held 
on suspicion of compilcity in the k ill­ 
ing of Eastland, was given his free­ 
dom, his innocence being established.
